1 . Guards, four Political Police' guards, armed with carbines . 

2. Pence, wire, five meters Mgh; three strands of barbed' wire on 
top. Area between end of fence and factory entrance was sheer 

“ ' cliff 10 m. high. ■ * ■ 

3. Building, brlek construction, 10 x 6 x 8m., single story, 
hipped type tile roof. Used as a barracks for guards. 

4. Building, Single story, brick construction, 2 6 x 10 x 8 m., 
hipped" type' tile roof. '1 believe this building was used for 
showers, rest rooms, etc. 

5. Building, same construction detail as Point #4. Use not known.
